Polio Increasing 
In Texas Cities, 
Foundation Finds 


By The Associated Press- 
San Angelo hospitals were treat- 
Ing 75 polio patients today—a drop 
of four over the week end—as in- 
creases In the disease were report- 
ed in other Texas 'cities. 


Three new cases were admitted 


In San ngelo yesterday, but sev- 
en were dismissed. The count was 
79 cases. 


San Angelo was described as 
the "hardest hit community in 
the -nation so far this year" by 
the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis. 


But the Foundation also point- 
ed to San Antonio, saying the case 
load had jumped there in a week 
from 35 to 63. 


Eight children have died of po- 
lio this year in San Angelo. San 
Antonio, several times as largo, 
has counted nine deaths out of 
73 cases since Jan. 1. At the same 
time in 1948, 15 cases and one 
death had occurred 
tonlo.

On the Austrian treaty ministers 
agreed on these lines: 
1. Austria's frontiers will remain 
as of Jan. 1, 1938. This means Yu- 
goslav claims, at first supported by 
Russia, have been thrown out. 


2. Austria will guarantee 
the 
rights of the Slovene and Croat 
minorities. 


3. Yugoslavia would have 
the 
right to "seize, retain or liquidate 
Austrian property" within Yugo- 
slav territory. 
This means Yugo- 
slavia would get no reparations. 


4. Austria will pay the Soviet 
Union $160,000,000 in "freely con- 
vertible currency." 


The four ministers said the New 
York agreement of May 4 contin- 
ues in existence. 
The New York 
agreement was the one under which 
the Soviet blockade of Berlin and 
the allied counter-blockade were 
lifted. 
This would mean a guar- 
antee of continued western access 
to Berlin. 


The statement said each military 
commander would have the respon- 
sibility "to take the measures nec- 
essary to ensure the normal func- 
tioning and utilization of rail, wa- 
ter and road transport.

Republicans Work 
On Their Version 
Of Housing Bill 


WASHINGTON, June 20.—VPh- 
A group of Republican lawmakers 
today polished up a substitute for 
the administration housing bill, for 
offering in the house later this 
week. 
Its main feature is a provision 


for "a large program of direct loans 
for those with lower Incomes In- 
eligible for public housing and lib- 
eralization of federal housing ad- 
ministration mortgage insurance,1 


For the rest, it bears such a sim- 
ilarity to the administration meas- 
ure—Including public housing and 
slum clearance provisions—that few 
Republicans are expected to sup- 
port it, aside from the 10 sponsor- 
ing it. 


The decree, published In Osser- 
vatore'Romano, the Vatican news- 
paper, declared: 
"Recently the opponents of the

Surveys Predict 5,000,000 Unemployed 


WASHINGTON, June 20,—VP)— from now unless the federal gov- 


Two national surveys agree the 
nation soon may have 5,000,000 or 
more jobless, but they disagree on 
what happens next. 
In reports published over the 


week-end: 
The Public 
Affairs 
Institute 
warned, "nothing in sight indicates 
a halt in unemployment trends." 
The American Federation of La- 
bor declared, "a serious business 
recession is almost impossible." 


Senator 
O'Mahoney (D-Wyo), 
also in a weekend statement, said 
the situation is confused and Con- 
gress will study it . 
The Public 
Affairs 
Institute, 


which describes itself as a non- 
profit, non-partisan research or- 
ganisation, predicted that 8,000,000

ernment steps in to give business1 
a boost. 
Unemployment may hit 6,000,000 
by the end of this year, the insti- 
tute added. 
The institute recommended tax 
cuts for the low and middle income 
brackets, emergency public works 
in hard-hit, areas, revival of the 
Civilian Conservation Corps, and 
other federal actions to reassure 
and stimulate business. 
"Unemployment has passed the 
•spot' stage/' the Institute said. "It 
is not a local, but a national, prob- 
lem." 
The AFL looked over the eco- 
nomic outlook in Its magazine, 
"Labor's Monthly Survey,'r and 
found the prospect good. It ac- 
knowledged there are some dan- 
•ert, howevu, and said policies of 


unions, management and the gov- 
ernment right now are "all Import- 
ant." 
It said wages should keep mov- 


ing upward to increase consumer 
buying, but suggested Increases be 
based on Increases in productivity. 
It urged unions to cooperate with 
management in cutting out waste 
and bringing down expenses. 
The AFL warned this is no time 
for government, management, or 
unions to start any tinkering that 
might bring on inflation again. 
"This Is no time to Interfere with 
normal 
economic 
adjustments 


which seem to be quickly finding 
their way to stabilization at lower 
price levels," the 
report 
said. 
"These adjustments should be per- 
mitted to continue until a new eco- 
nomic balance is reached. This 
would open the way for t. long 


period of postwar prosperity and 
rising standards of living." 
Senator 
O'Mahoney announced 
that the Senate-House Economic 
Committee, of which he is chair- 
man, will study employment and 
investments. 
"While unemployment has In- 
creased slightly during the last 
part of this year," he said, "at the 
same time the latest figures show 
that total civilian employment in 
May of this year was 68,794,000—a

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WHEAT STORAGE 


Having obtained authori- 


zation from Congress to dp 
so,, the Department of Agri- 
culture has announced an im- 
mediate emergency program 
to help wheat growers find 
a place to put their 
1949 


crop. 
Some 
government 


storage space will be built, 
and growers will get finan- 
cial help in buildng bins on 
their own property. 
The 


emergency had arrived; the 
1949 crop was ready 
and

The whistling and jeering broke 
out from demonstrators bunched 
near the altar as the archbishop 
began a denunciation of the gov- 
rnment'a 
moves 
against 
th* 
hurch. The rest of the congresa- 
lon, many in tears, burst into « 
hymn in an attempt to quell the 
disorder. 
Some Prague priests told their 
congregations the ancient cathe- 
dral might have to be reconse- 
crated because the disorders had 
profaned holy ground. However,

would not he necessary. 
The 
heckling, he said, would be looked 
upon as a political incident Nor- 
mally, reconsecratlon comes only 
after commission of a crime or i\ 
lesecratlon on church property.

The archbishop was back In tho 
ecluston of his palace, facing the 
prospect of even more surveillance 
wcause he had been able to send 
a pastoral letter out of the palace

itate negotiations.

The archbishop had been per- 
mitted to leave the palace Satur- 
lay night, when he again defied 
he government and said he would 
never sign an agreement which

The archbishop, pointing from 


his throne to the hundreds of 
white-robed, flower bedecked chit 
dren gathered for the celebrations 
of Corpus Chrlstl Sunday, said: 
"Thnre are children present. Un- 
der the present circumstances It 
* impossible to conduct mass.". 


He made no further attempt to 
speak but left the cathedral, fol- 
owed by thousands of the faith- 
ful.Scores of security police in the 
square which separates the cath- 
edral from the archbishop's resi- 
dence made numerous arrests dur- 
ng and after the Interrupted ser- 
vices. No reason for the arrests 
could be learned. 
Thousands ot the faithful press- 
ed around Archbishop Beranwhen 
he left—singing, cheering wildly 
and- throwing flowers.

n his sermon just as he told the 
congregation the new government- 
sponsored Catnollc action organi- 
zation was not "real Catholic ac- 
tion" and the govermnent-spon- 
scored Catholic newspaper was 
not "a Catholic newspaper." 
Apparently the hecklers, who 
went into action at this point, 
'eared the prelate was starting

This letter told the faithful the 
time for decision had come and 
denounced Communist opponents 
of the church as "wolves

This i( Labor—and this Is the 


man with a corner grocery store, 
the man with a department store, 
the man with something to sell. 
Unless he sells, he doesn't make 
money, and unless he makes mo- 
ney, he has to quit buying—and 
the cycle swells out into swirls 
and turns, like the rock that is 
dropped into the pool. 
Take this for Labor: 
The Bethlehem Supply Co., Cor- 
sicana's major jewel in the diadem 
of industry, has been paying—and 
is still payng to those 
who are 


left—a minimum wage of $1.04 an 
hour. 
That means that the laborer, 
the pick and the shovel boy, the 
bend-lt-on-down spine boy nas 
been drawing 11.04 an hour for 
a minimum of 40 hours. 
He gets—or he got—his check 


and he has—or he had—some take 
home pay of appreciable amount. 


These same $1.04 an hour men 


have been cut back, or laid off, 
which is more Inclusive. 


At the local office of the Texas 


Employment Commission they have 
filed work applications, seeking 
jobs during a lull. 


Contractors at the Baptist edu- 
cational building, a big structure 
being erected by the First Baptist 
Church, called for men of their 
types.

The cyclonic winds struck the 
business district and Walton re- 
lated that cakes, pies, fried chick- 
ens and other foods literally rain- 
ed on the main street from Fourth 
avenue to the Southern 
Pacific

While he was watching the food 
being dropped, the storm took the 
roof from the drug store where 
he was employed 


The old Methodist church (the 
one prior to the present building! 
was equipped with a tall steeple 
the highest building in the city al 
that time. The force of the winds 
blew the steeple down.
